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Clarence C. Smith Today Ends 14 Years As Clerk 
To County Commissioners; Enrolled Ike As Voter 


Clarence C. Smith, who served as 


clerk to the Adams County com- 
missioners for more than 14 years, 
the longest anyone ever held the 
office, today was serving his last 
day In the post. He resigned last 
January with the effective date of 
his retirement being March 31. 


But he concludes his work today 


to order to take advantage of 
several days vacation time that he 
had accumulated. 


Smith began his duties December 


1. 1942, and has served under five 
boards of commissioners. He will 
be succeeded by Crosby N. Hartzell, 
Hillcrest PL, who will assume the 
duties, Monday. 


'Enrolled The President 


Mr. Smith has little hesitation 


to naming as the "red letter day" to 
those 14 years the day President 
Eisenhower came into the commis- 
sioners' office and was enrolled by 
Mr. Smith as a Republican voter 
in Cumberland Twp. 


The Fayetteville R. D. resident 


was a farmer in Mt. Joy Twp., 
on two farms, one that had been to 
the family since the days of the 
Penns, when he was asked to serve 
as coordinator^ for the establish- 
ment of the Adams Electric Co- 
operative. As coordinator his job 
was to x direct 33 men who visited 
farmers throughout the area to 
talk to them about the proposed 
electric power cooperative and ob- 
tain their signatures as potential 
members. He also did the necessary 
bookwork that went with that post. 


Smith's success to that position, 


which helped bring about the Adams 
Electric Cooperative, led to his being 
offered the clerkship of the Adams 
County commissioners, which was 
open at that time. 


Four Jobs In One 


Smith accepted the position — 


which actually is four positions — 
"and began the period of service to 


the county that has been unequalled 
for length by any prior clerk. 


Before becoming clerk he had 


been secretary of the 'Mt. Joy Twp. 
board of supervisors, a post he ac- 
cepted under two conditions-r-that 
the board get out of debt and that 
it meet to his kitchen. Both re- 
quirements were to due cburse met. 


He placed no conditions on the 


clerk of the commissioners post — 
which entails duties as chief clerk 
of the commissioners, chief clerk to 
the institution-district, chief'clerk 
to the election board and chief clerk 
to the board of "assessment and re- 
view.

To some extent paving of the 


debt was due to Smith's persistence 
to ferreting out means by which the 
debt could be paid off, and in re- 
funding it to cut down the original 
interest rates. 


In his letter of resignation Smith 


told the commissioners: "It has been 
a pleasure working for you and the 
four former boards of commissioners 
under which I served." 


Many Changes Came 


But he confesses there wasn't 


much pleasure the first year. "There 
were so many things I didn't know 
that I hated to fiear the 'phone 
ring. Every time it seemed someone 
was asking about something of 
which I knew nothing." But since 
the end of the first year he has had 
the answers at his fingertips. 


And the post has required a con- 


stant study and search to save the 
county money. During the 14 years 
the state legislature has passed 
bills which often required action by 
the commissioners. Smith never 
missed a cue. 


At the same time he'kept alert to 


changes of advantages to the coun- 
ty, and among other items the 
county has been a leader to Child 
Welfare work; has a soil conserva- 
tion district; a new jail has been 
built; all but seven of its covered 
wooden bridges nave been replaced, 
and a new property assessment sys- 
tem has been installed.

named "The Imperial Royal Acad- 
emy for Music and Dramatic Art."

open to large ships April 10 and 
that full details of Egypt's plan 
for operation of the waterway 
were expected to be announced 
around April 4. 


Sabry said British and French 


ships 
will be allowed to go 


through the canal as long as they 
follow the regulations 
and pro- 


cedures for all other ships. The 
key factor in this connection pre- 
sumably will be whether they will 
pay tolls to Egypt. Before the 
British - French - Israeli invasion 
last fall most British and French 
ships paid their tolls to the old 
Suez Canal Co. in London or 
Paris.

speech. 


He referred indirectly to con- 


gressional hearings into affairs of 
top officials of the Teamsters 
"Onion. 


"Hardly two months ago. George 


Meany, at the mid-winter meeting 
of the AFVL-CIO Executive Council, 
read the riot act to three unions 
which had failed "to meet the 
standards of ethical union prac- 
tices.' The nation's press applaud- 
ed.

hushed these days. A handful of 
union leaders. It seems, are in need 
of a spring house-cleaning." 


He said that if "those who fear 


labor and would destroy the trade 
union movement" were success- 
ful, "right-to-work legislation and 
similar punitive laws will roll back 
labor's hard-won gains of the past 
hslf century."

Clellan's tongue "lashing. 


•Til Come Ont Clean" 


He told the committee "I'll be 


able to come out of this clean and 
white "100 per cent" if he gets a 


He 
said he expects to do so because 
of his income tax troubles. 


Beck said he would not attend 


a meeting of 'the AFL-CIO Execu-

called Friday to consider his re- 
peated use of the Fifth Amend- 
ment's protection against self-in- 
crimination.

In Nicaragua 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua UPl—Con- 


cepcion volcano in the Lake of 
Nicaragua erupted violently last 
night and intermittent blasts con 
tinued today to send dense clouds 
of lava dust over a wide area.

Ometepec in the 85-mile long lake 
in southern Nicaragua.

18 miles to the west on the main- 
land.

The main reason for poor tests 


is very low pay usually given 
medical technologists — the doc- 
tor's helpers who run the vital 
laboratory tests, Dr. Smith told 
the American Academy of Gen- 
eral Practice. 


Many Low Paid 


He said too many are paid less 


than secretaries" or typists. The 
result is too few good tlchnolo- 
gists and insufficient training.

wood eight years ago amid scorn 
and scandal said today that she is

There is a growing awareness- 


among prospective home owners 
of the necessity of a place for 
the home workshop.

shops

garage or a spare room — is a 
gradual thing. You buy a hammer 
and screwdriver and a pliers and 
for minor repair work around the 
house. Then, some time later, you 
decide you want a portable electric 
drill and some of its accessories. 
Before you know it, you find your- 
self with a workshop of sorts 


Planning Pays 


After your workshop has grown, 


you wish you had done a little 
planning ahead of time. You dis- 
cover you have tools which you 
seldom, if ever, use 
and you 


learn, one way or another, that 
there art some tools you need but 
do not have. You discover that 
things are getting a bit crowded, 
because you failed to allow room 
for expansion Yor are forced 
</o 


string an extension cord in some 
awkward 
arrangement 
because 


tiiere is no handy outlet. Any you 
run into other little annoyances 
which do not exactly prevent you 
from fixing and making things, 
but which do make you job more 
difficult. 


A lot of thif can be avoided 


•with a, little planning at the start. 
'When you select a place to work, 
pick one that will allow for ex- 
pansion — even if, at the time, 
you do not think you will get that 
serious about doing things your- 
self. Consider such matters as 
light, ventilation, heat, the avail- 
ability of electrical outlets and 
space for v;cod and other materials 
you may be using. 


Avoid The Makeshift 


Buy or make a workbench that 


will be serviceable over the years, 
not one that is a makeshift affair 
that you'll never get around to 
changing. Give some thought to 
the kind and quality of the tools 
you buy. Decide that each new 
purchase will become part of a 
•workshop that will last many years. 
In that way, you will not make 
the common mistake of buying the 
cheapest tools available — and 
being forced to replace them when 
you become a more serious crafts- 
man. 


Keep 
the noise factor 


when selecting a place for the 
workshop. If you are the type of 
person whc sometimes will be 
working in the shop late at night. 


disturb members of your house- 
hold who retire early. There are 
certain steps you can take later 
on to prevent some of the noise 
from leaving the workshop, but 
generally speaking, the best safe- 
guard is the proper location for 
the shop in the first place. 


You're bound to gef into the 


power tool field sooner or later, 
since you'll want to do your work 
faster and withut so much effort. 
It's almost inevitable that you'll 
buy a portable electric drill. But 
from that point on use care in the 
selection of power tools, unless you 
have so much money you don't 
care how you spend it. 


You should select each tool on 


Ihe basis of the type of work you 
expect to do most of the time. A 
lathe is useless if you aren't going 
to do much wpod-turning. A circular 
saw is fine for straight-cutting and 
bevel jobs. A bandsaw and a jigsaw 
handle curves, the former doing 
its best work in the heavy-duty 
line, the latter in tine intricate-de- 
sign category. Or you may want to 
consider one of the combination 
power tools, especially where space 
is at a premium. The important 
thing is to choose a machine that 
will perform the kind of work 
YIU want it to perform . . . not 
the kind your neighbor has. 


We're certain that most persons 


•will continue to let their work- 
shops grow without direction, 
figuring they will meet their needs 
as the occasion demands. But in 
the long run, those persons will 
spend more money to equip their 
shops than the planner, 
with less satisfactory results.

HARRISBURG <£") — Gov. Lead- 


er's Commission on Government 
Reorganization has recommended 
that county health districts be 
established by 1962 in all counties 
of more than 60JWO population. 


Under the proposal one of five 


affecting the State Health Depart- 
ment, counties of less than 60.000 
population would be allowed to 
create either single or multi-county 
units. 
v 


"Cities of 80,000 population or 


over should have the option of 
being included within the jurisidc- 
tion of the pertinent county health 
department, or establishing a sep- 
arate health department under the 
same standards that are applica- 
ble to a county health depart- 
ment," the commission reported. 


Need Voters Approval 


Under 
present laws 
counties 


have the right to set up a county 
health department if the voters 
approve such action in a referen- 
dum. 


Another 
commission 
proposal 


called for legislation to provide 
"an integrated school health pro- 
gram." The program would be 
administered by the Health De- 
partment, 
but teaching aspects 


would be under the public instruc- 
tion department. 


Other proposals would: 
. Assign to the Health Department 
responsibility for, protection of 
food processing and the enforce- 
ment of laws concerning ingredi- 
ents. 


Set up a program of industrial 


hygiene in the Health Department 
to prevent occupational diseases. 


Transfer from the Health De- 


partment to the state police re- 
sponsibility for enforcing narcotic 
laws, except in Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh.
